Usage does not change the black- 
ness of a practice: The fact that some 
of such moneys is put to good use 
does not mitigate the villainy. If it 
did, the brothel would be made honor- 
able by charity gifts, and a bandit an); 
esteemed citizen by a few benevolent 
deeds. But let them do what they 
may, the brothel rightly remains ill- 
famed and the bandit a public enemy. 


Some blame machines and new in- 
ventions for our troubles: others leap 
upon our monetary system as the 


cause of our grief. But neither of 


these touches the heart of the sore. 


Master and slave, to my notion, is 
the pith of the matter. No man claims 
to own my body, but—bellieve it or 
not—there are plenty who claim the 
ownership of a part of my earnings— 
not less than one-fourth of them,—and 
I am powerless to refuse. The black 
man could flee and, if lucky, escape; 
but from this our bondage we can't 
flee nor escape. 

They get something 
assuming ownership of part of my 
earnings. This is looked upon us 
respectable, but I know it is slavery. 

Loaning and re-loaning at interest 
rates in excess of expenses and labor 
involved,—allowing the users of man- 
displacing machinery and inventions to 
keep more of the profits than expenses 
and what reasonable wages would 
allow, any other procedure that 
brings to the person more than fair 
net wage-returns: these I submit are 
the microbes that give rise to a raging 
fever, making us delirious in economic 
affairs,

That it is 
imperative that we should set about 
answering them without further delay 
should certainly be obvious to every- 
one. What are the reactions of the 
men, women and children who are 
forced by economic conditions prevail- 
ing under the present regime to sub- 
sist under a plan known by the odious 
term “relief Ponder that one! | 

What is happening to our financial 
system today’ Very significant things. | 
In a recent issue of the Free Press 
Prairie Farmer an article appeared en- 
titled “Millions for Lending and no| 
Borrowers.” ‘The first part of this] 
article reads as follows: 

“An inconspicuous item in the 
news recently told of United States 
banks lending money to the gov- 
ernment without interest but it 
spoke volumes to students of econ- 
omics and _ finance. This item 
stated certain banks, overloaded 
with idle funds, were letting Uncle 
Sam have loans from this surplus 
free of charge. While the banks 
were getting no return as interest, 
there was indirect return in that 
this saved the expense of storing 
such money as well as the cost of 
protecting it. All of which is a 
perfectly natural result of the 
present-day predicament in which 
the financial world finds itsel. The 
simple truth is banks have more 
money than they know what to do 
with.” 

In Canada practically the same 
thing has occurred, which is witnessed 
by the fact that the recent issues of 
Dominion government bonds, bearing 
very low rates of interest (1% to 3% 
per cent, depending upon the length of 
term), were grabbed up like the pro- 
verbial “hot cakes” by those who had 
“idle" money to invest! Why? Now 
we are coming to the question of the 
machine, It seems to me that, at the 
present time, it all has certain aspects 
that are very much like the game 
“ring-around-a-rosy"—positions change 
but nobody gets anywhere! To be 
more explicit—investors can no longer 
add to the existing investments in in- 
dustry for the production of goods and 
services with any hope of getting re- 


turns from their investment, because 
the present standing equipment is 
sufficient to supply us with more 


goods and services than the masses of 
the people can absorb because of their 
limited, and continually = shrinking, 
purchasing power, And why is this 
so? The reason is that the labor- 
saving machines have teen fer many 
years past and are still displacing men 
by the thousands — no pay envelopes, 
no purchasing power, (Let us not in- 
sult the term ‘purchasing power” by 
suggesting that ‘relief’ constitutes 
purchasing power!) This explains 
why money has been placed at the 
disposal of governments interest free 
or at very low interest rates. If other 
sources of investment, offering safety 
and good returns, were available, then 
governments wouldn't be enjoying 
such heretofore unparalleled generous 
(?) treatment.

the same—that exception being the 
contract which Mr. Aberhart signe, 
sealed and delivered to the people of 
Alberta.

Of course investors may still add and 
are adding to existing investments for 
the production of materials for war 
and defence, thereby keeping a few 
more men employed to oversee the 
operation of the automatic machinery, 
but what is going to be done with both 
the men and this *dditional equipment 
when the ware ar all over (if there is 
anything left [icet',% Are they now 
doomed to idle What is going to 
be done with the . ydro-electric and all 
other kinds of powcr plants, now under 
construction in both the United States 
and Canada, when they are completed? 
Are these too eventually going to be 
allowed to stand idie? Or, are we, the 
people, going to demand that they be 
kept in operation to produce goods and 
services in sufficient quantity to allow 
of a high standard of living tor every- 
one of us? Production has been solved 

-thanks to the scientist! The com- 
paratively simple process of distribu- 
tion certainly should not stump us. 

No doubt a great many people do not 
understand ful’ the details leading up 
to and surrou': ing the present situa- 
tion. First, on might ask why mach- 
ine-power is used instead of man- 
power, since the results, particularly as 
they affect labor, sre found to be so 
disastrous. It is a matter of energy. 
The captains of industry are employing 
machines ir sad of men because the 
scientists foui.d that extraneous energy 
(other than human) used in energy- 
conversion macninery is cheaper than 
human energy. And this is only one 
of the advantages {that extraneous en- 
ergy has over human energy. So, why 
not? Let us consider, for instance, 
that less than a half pound of coal 
used in an energy-conversion machine 
will do as much work as a man can do 
in an 8-hour day—and it woii't talk 
back or go on strike! One half pound 
of coal cost a few cents (usually a 
fraction of one cent), whereas a day's 
wage for a man is 2 matter of dollars. 
So, why wouldn't any sane industrialist 
employ the coal or any other equally 
cheap fuel, instead of the man, Would 
you not? You bet you would! Let us 
forego the attitd which savors of “I 
thank Thee, O .vrd, that I am not as 
other men," in this connection. We 
won't get to first base with an attitude 
like that. How many of you farmers, 
reading this, who have power machin- 
ery, would discard it and hire men to 
run horse-outfits, in order to relieve 
the unemployment situation? There 
would be too many disadvantages to 
you if you followed such a course. You 
know that your power outfit will do 
more and better work at less cost— 
and it won't talk back or quit you ata 
critical moment, barring breakdowns. 
Then, too, you ‘nay enjoy (?) the ef- 
fects of indige: tion or any other phy- 
sical ailment, feei as tough as you like 
and then proceed to relieve your feel- 
ings by talking to it as roughly as you 
wish—and it won't answer you back, 
kick, bite or strike in retaliation! Lots

As long as we continue to consider 
money as a dominant prime factor ir 
the conduct of human affairs, and not 
as an auxiliary accounting measure, 
federal budgets will remain deposi- 
tories of ‘exploitation, and the accursed 
steeplechase between interest on 
money and depressing relief doles wil 
accrue in intensity. 

Money should have only one fune 
tion, which consists in helping the 
consumers to absorb all the production 
and the producers to perpetuate and 
improve all the means of production, 
This cannot be accomplished as long 
as money supersedes life requirements, 

One of the principal duties of a 
federal administration should be the 
balancing of the supply of money 
needed by circulation, making an ade- 
quate allowance for’ restricted in- 
dividual savings, and not 
budgets in the present manner. 

This can be easily effected und rv 
socialization.

liking for numerous foreign com- 
modities, there is no reason why 
we should not indulge it; and, of 
course, there would have to be a 
reciprocal export of goods to pay 
for them.

It is an indispensable part of the 
reform proposed that money, equal in 
amount to the value of all new capi- 
tal—or capital values—created, should

Of the rizht of every member of the 
community to an “unearned” income 
of this kind there can be no question, 
The productive machine is a com- 
munal creation, and the accumulated 
knowledge of centuries went to its 
making. It is NO’ the creation of 
the men who run it today. (Their 
contribution, divested of ail they have 
inherited from the past, is of no higher 
value than the Stone Age man's.) And 
is productive power ig so tremendous, 
if properly used, that it would be 
sheer insanity not to base public policy 
on these two undoubted facts. That 
is, we should pay the men who run the 
machine, and pay them well; but the 
surplus they produce over and above 


the value of thelr pay or earnings, 
profit or dividends, is an unearned 
increment which properly belongs to

who, being out for the acquisition of 

power, realize that their reign is over 
if the proposals are adopted. 

If the Canadian people were united 
on financial policy, no power on earth, 
in Wall Street or elsewhere, could 
prevent them from putting through 
this scheme of financial reform; but 
the present controllers see to it that 
the people are not united. They play 
capital off against labor, and both oft 
against the consumer; and there is 
little doubt that the influence behind 
most of the movements that separate 
people and keep them apart, politically 
and socially, is Finance. But for the 
evil influence it wields, the interests 
of capital, labor, and the consumer 
would be seen to be identical; and 
unless the three unite on the financial 
policy here recommended, and it woud 
benefit them all ,the outcoine is bound 
to be a catastrophe. 

Three facts stand out as the resuit 
of our enquiry:— 

(1) Modern wars and revolutions arise 

from unstable economic’ condi- 

tions; 

The cause cf unstable economic 

conditions lies in the mechanisra 

of finance, not in anything ex- 
ternal to it; 

(3) No escape from revolution or war 
is possible until the defects in the 
mechanism are repaired. 

The existing system works with in- 
creasing diificulty, to an accompani- 
mc, of bankruptcy, unemployment, 
strikes, revolujions, and wars; and if 
it can be bolstered up for a little while 
longer we shall witness the strange 
spectacle of a world starving in the 
midst of potential plenty; refusing to 
satisfy its desires because it has in- 
creased its productive capacity too 
much! 

And each industrial nation will see 
some other as the cause of its 
treubles; for the failure of the home 
market will be traced to the failure of 
the foreign market and the wicked- 
nes: of foreigners, rather than to its 
proper source in the defects of the 
credit and costing systems. And, since 
the loss of inarkets is for all of then 
under present conditions a matter of 
life and death, they will be driven into 
war again in spite of themselves, 
while having nothing but the best of 
intentions in their hearts.

To make the soil adhere more 
plentifully it is customary to sprinkie 
the seed first with a solution made by 
dissolving a few cents worth of furni- 
ture glue in hot water then cooling, 
diluting and sprinkling over the seed, 
after which the sifted earth is dustei 
over jit and mixed thoroughly. Sweet 
skim milk may be used as a liquid in- 
stead of the glue solution. After the 
earth is applied the mass must bh 
sufficiently dried and crumbled to feel 
through the seeder, though

Dominion En- 
slender, delicately 
built insects known as mosquitoes are 
among the worst blood-sucking 
which attack man and 
many parts of Canada, Frequently 
harmless midges, small crane flies and 
‘imilar insects are confused with mos- 
quitoes, but the latter can always be 
recognized by the long, slender beak, 
or proboscis, and the presence of tiny 
scales on the veins and margins ot 
the wings. Not only are mosquitoes a 
source of great annoyance to humans 
but they also occasion much loss by 
worrying live stock. In some of the 
worst affected districts a marked drop

in milk preduction is noted in dairy 
cows at the commencement of the 
mosquito season. Practical dairymen 
have stated that this may be as much 


as 40 per cent, Other classes of 
animals lose flesh through 
blood and worry, and, in extreme cases 
death may result, especially 
young animals.

TEST OLD SEED BEFORE SOWING 


ago the 


When seed fails to germinate after 
sowing real loss results, for reseeding 
costs money and early crop prospects 
vanish. Recently a gardener sent 
samples of lettuce, onion, beet and 
carrot seed to the Dominion Seed 
Branch Laboratory Ottawa, for ger- 
mination test. The seed was three 
years old and intended for use this 
Spring. The let*uce germinated 72 
per cent, the beet 71 per cent, the 
carrot 49 per cent and the onion 2 per 
cent. Three years ago, when fresh, all 
of these seeds germinated over 90 per 
cent, These tests jwosed once again 
that some kinds of seed lose their 
viability quicker than others. The 
onion seeds were practically dead 
when three years old, while the beet 
and lettuce seeds retained reasonably 
high germination. The carrot seeds 
had declined almost 50 per cent in 
the three years but were still service- 
able at a heavier sceding rate These

But the modern farmer has the choice 
of several better methods, 

The old standby, formaldehyde, is 
the cheapest, but must be made up of 
exactip the correct strength, else the 
germination of the seed may be dam- 
aged, 

The new mercurial dusts Ceresan 
and Leytosan are becoming increas- 
ingly popular. While more expensive, 
they have several advantages over 
formaldeliyde In the first place the 
dusts control not only stinking smut 
but also to @ great extent root vot bae- 
teria, thus promoting a more penerous 
and healthier rooting system, which in 


turn helps to keep down weeds; all 
tending, therefore, to bring about 
higher yields, 

Secondly, when Leytosan or Ceresan 
is used, seed can be treated several 
weeks before sowing, thus making the 
farmer's work easier and less hurried.
